Warrant For Annual Town Meeting 


To J. HAROLD SALSBURY, Constable of the Town of Canaan, 
County of Somerset, Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby required 
to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Canaan 
qualified to vote in town affairs, to meet at the Town Hall in 
said town on the third day of March, A. D. 1947 -at ten o’clock 
in the forenoon, to act on the following articles to wit: 


Art. 1. To elect a moderator to preside at said meeting. 


Art. 2. To attend to the reports of the several town officers 
and take such action thereon as may be desired. 


Art. 3. To see what the town will vote to pay the following 
for the ensuing year: Town Clerk, Town Treasurer, Selectmen, 
and Sehool Committee. The pay of the Selectmen shall include 
all expenses except postage and telephone tolls. Also to see 
‘what the town will vote to pay the Road Commissioner, men 
and 1% yard trucks per hour. 


Art. 4. To elect a Town Clerk, Selectmen, Assessors and 
Overseers of the Poor, and all other officers required by law 
to be chosen at this time. 


Art. 5. To see if the town will vote to elect a Road Commis- 
sioner and to elect said commissioner if the town so votes. 


Art. 6. To see what sum of money the town will vote and 
raise for current expenses for the ensuing year.

Art. 7. To see what sum of money the town will vote and 
raise for town officers’ salaries for the ensuing year. 


Art. 8. To see what sum of money the town will vote and 
raise to provide bonds for the treasurer, tax collector, and 
excise tax collector. 


Art. 9. To see what sum of money the town will vote and 
- raise for the care and storage of the fire engine and purchase 
of equipment for the ensuing year. 


Art. 10. To see what sum of money the town will vote and 
raise for the lighting of streets for the ensuing year. 


Art. 11. To see what sum of money the town will vote and 
raise for the repair of highways and bridges for the ensuing 
year. 


Art. 12. To see if the town will vote to authorize the select- 
men to use the automobile excise tax for 1947 for the repair 
of highways and bridges.

Art. 18. To see what sum of money the town will vote and 
raise to cut the grass and bushes beside the improved ‘gravel 
roads in town under the provisions of Chapter 334, Public Laws 
of 1945. 


Art. 14. To see what sum of money the town will vote and 
- raise for the breaking of roads when obstructed by snow for 
_the ensuing year. 


Art. 15. To see what sum of money the town will vote and 
raise for the repair and maintenance of the two town trucks 
and snow plows. 


Art. 16. To see what sum of money the town will vote and‘ 


raise for the maintenance of state and state aid highways dur- 
ing the ensuing year, within the limits of the town under the 
provisions of section 18, chapter 28, of the revised statutes 
of 19380. 


Art. 17. To see what sum of money the town will vote and 
raise for the maintenance of the improved third class roads 
under the provisions of section 52, chapter 20, of the revised 
statutes of 1944. 


Art. 18. To see if the town will vote and raise the sum of 
$533.00 for State Aid road construction (in addition to the 
amounts regularly raised for the care of ways, highways and 
bridges, under the provisions of Sections 25 and 29, Chapter 20, 
of the Revised Statutes of 1944, as amended. 


Art. 19. To see what sum of money the town will vote and 
raise for the maintenance of special resolve roads. 


Art. 20. To see what sum of money the town will vote and 
raise for the cutting of bushes on unimproved roads. 


Art. 21. To see what sum of money the town will vote and 
raise for the support of poor for the ensuing year. 


Art. 22. To see what sum of money the town will vote and 
raise for the care of dependent children for the ensuing year. 


Art. 23. To see what sum of money the town will vote and 
raise for mothers aid for the ensuing year. 


Art. 24. To see what sum of money the town will vote and 
raise for the support of schools for the ensuing year. 


Art. 25. To see what sum of money the town will vote and 
raise for high school tuition for the ensuing year. 


Art. 26. To see what sum of money the town will vote and 
raise for the repair of schoolhouses for the ensuing year. 


Art. 27. To see what sum of money the town will vote and 
raise for medical inspection in the schools for the ensuing year. 
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Art. 28. To see if the town will raise and appropriate $50.00 
for public health nursing in Canaan. Said sum to be expended 
by the State Bureau of Health, for local service. 


Art. 29. To see whether or not the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $25.00 to be paid to the State of 
Maine Publicity Bureau to be expended and used for advertising 
the natural resources, advantages and attractions of the State 
of Maine in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 80, Sec- 
tion 95, of the Revised Statutes of Maine. 


Art. 30. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men, on behalf of said town, to execute any renewal or renewals 
of said note or notes, which note or notes were given for the 
purchase of a snowplow and truck in accordance with a vote of 
said town taken at a special meeting of said town holden on 
January 5, 1945. 


Art. 31. To see what sum of money the town will vote and 
raise to pay as interest on town debt and temporary loans for 
the ensuing year. 


Art. 32. To see what sum of money the town will vote and 
raise to pay on the town debt for the ensuing year. 


Art. 33. To see whether or not the town will vote to enter 
into a contract with Central Maine Power Company for a term 
of ten (10) years, whereby, in consideration of the furnishing 
of street lighting service to the town during the term of said 
contract, all as more fully set forth in the contract, copy of 
which has been presented to this meeting, the town will pay for 
such street lighting service in accordance with the company’s 
municipal street lighting rate-contract basis. 


Art. 34. To see what action the town will take with refer- 
ence to-authorizing the selectmen to execute and deliver the 
contract referred to in the preceding article. 


Art. 35. To see if the town will vote to authorize the select- 
men on behalf of the town to sell and dispose of any real 
estate acquired by the town for non-payment of taxes thereon, 
on such terms as they deem advisable, and to execute quit- 
claim deeds without covenant for such property. 


Art. 36. To see if the town will vote to authorize the select- 
men to procure temporary loan or loans in anticipation of taxes 
for the purposes of paying indebtedness of the town. Such 
notes to be paid during the current municipal year out of 
money raised during the current municipal year by taxes. 


Art. 37. To see if the town will vote to adopt the following 
methods for the collection of taxes for 1947. 


1. 2% discount on taxes paid on or before July 5, 1947. 
2. The 1947 assessment to be committed to the collector on 
or before May 15, 1947. 

3. All taxes to become due and payable September 1, 1947. 

4. The collector must settle with the town to within $1,500 
of the commitment on February 15, 1948 or forfeit his 
commission for collecting. 

. The collector must settle in full on February 15, 1949. 

6. Interest at the rate of 42% per month on all taxes re- 
maining unpaid on September 1, 1947.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee 
and Citizens of Canaan: 


I herewith submit my annual report as superintendent of the 
public schools of Canaan. 


School opened last fall with no changes in the teaching per- 
sonnel. Canaan was fortunate in retaining the faculty of the 
previous year. As the school year progressed it was found 
that Mr. Farrington Charles, principal and teacher of the four 
upper grades, was under pressure from an extremely over- 
loaded classroom and schedule with far too many pupils to 
teach and guide effectively. Attention was concentrated on 
the part of the school officials on finding some means by which 
this situation could be remedied. As a temporary emergency 
measure Mrs. Hilda Charles was engaged as an assistant 
teacher. This has lightened the teaching load in those grades 
and has proved a satisfactory arrangement for the present, 
but it does not merit retention on a permanent basis. Mrs. 
Hazel Salsbury, a former Canaan teacher, has been substituting 
for Mrs. Florence Herrin who is on leave because of illness. 
All of the teachers are making valuable contributions to the 
progress of the school although they are working under trying 
conditions. They appreciate the cooperation of the parents and 
are glad to welcome them as visitors to the school at any time. 


Considerable progress has been made in laying plans for the 
construction of a new school building. At the special meeting 
of the legislature which was held last summer, the town of 
Canaan was given authorization to form a school district. This 
gives the town permission to raise the necessary funds to 
construct a new school building. At a special town meeting it 
was voted to build a new schoolhouse and a building committee 
was elected composed of Harold Bean, chairman, Harold Gower, 
and Albert Holt. This committee was instructed to consult 
with an architect and have plans drawn up for a schoolhouse. 
A very desirable lot was purchased as a site for this building. 
The building committee has met with the school committee 
several times to discuss the school needs and the type of school- 
house that will best serve the community. The citizens of 
Canaan are to be commended on their prompt action to correct 
the deplorable conditions existing at the grammar school. 
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A study of the pupil enrollment shown elsewhere in the 
school report will indicate that the enrollment is steadily in- 
creasing. Consequently the need for a new building is impera- 
tive. An article has been inserted in the warrant asking the 
town to authorize the trustees of the school district to provide 
the necessary funds for the construction of a school building. 
It is most urgent that the town gives this authorization. 


The usual supplies have been provided as needed. New geog- 
raphies and histories were purchased and new chair desks were 
furnished for the intermediate grade room. 


School costs have increased in keeping with costs in general. 
While the budget is made up in February, expenses can not 
always be adequately determined at that time with changes in 
prices occurring during the year. The overdraft in the common 
school account has been unavoidable and has been kept as low 
as possible. Costs of paper have increased from time to time 
during the year which has reflected in necessarily higher ex- 
penditures in school paper and textbooks. Conveyance costs 
were a little higher than anticipated and the necessity of em- 
ploying an extra teacher has obviously contributed to the major 
part of the overdraft in the common school account. 

The school committee has carefully considered the proposed 
budget for the ensuing fiscal year and has recommended that 
the sum of $10,224.00 be appropriated for all school purposes. 


In conclusion, I wish to express my sincere thanks to the 
members of the school committee for their ready support and 
valuable advice at all times; and to the town officials, teachers, 
and parents whose cooperation has largely contributed to the 
successful progress of the school.

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Report of Supt. of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of Canaan: 


I herewih submit my annual report as superintendent of the- 
public schools of Canaan. 


During the past year the teaching personnel has undergone a. 
complete change with the exception of Mrs. Florence Herrin, 
teacher of the lst and 2nd grades. Mr. Charles Archer and Mrs.. 
Josephine Priest were employed to fill the positions in the upper 
grades left vacant by the resignations of Mr. and Mrs. Farrington. 
Charles. Mrs. Hazel Salsbury, a former Canaan teacher, replaced’ 
Miss Martha Reynolds in the 3rd and 4th grades. 


Mention has been made and the reasons outlined in previous: 
reports for the urgent need of more adequate school housing fa-- 
cilities and improved sanitary and healthful conditions. The 
teachers are endeavoring to give the best possible service to the- 
pupils under the existing very ‘trying conditions. Although Mr. 
Archer and Mrs. Priest are working harmoniously in the same 
classroom, it is readily apparent that in a classroom containing™ 
four grades with two teachers carrying on classes simultaneously, 
teaching can not be done so efficiently or effectively as in sep-- 
arate rooms. Such an arrangement creates an undesirable situa-- 
tion and this should be corrected as soon as ‘possible. 


Perhaps one of the greatest single factors which determines a. 
child’s progress in school is that of regular attendance. When 
a child is absent a day, he not only loses the day in question, but- 
being unprepared in his assignment he does not receive full bene- 
fit from the instruction on the following day. Consequently. his 
lessons become more difficult, he loses interest, and his school’ 
work is hampered. Children should not be kept out of school’ 
except in cases of illness. Parents pay taxes to support. the: 
schools and it is sound ‘business for them to have their children 
derive all the benefits possible from the schools which they sup- 
port. The school and the home should work cooperatively for: 
the best interests of the child. Too ithis end the parents are sin-. 
cerely invited to visit the school and to become acquainted with 
the teachers and the various school problems. A close under-- 
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“standing between school and home makes for a better and happier 
school life for the child. This in turn stimulates and inspires 
‘the child toward success in school. 


At the last session of Legislature a law was passed making it 
‘compulsory for all school employees to either have a patch test 
or an x-ray to determine whether or not tthey were free from 
tuberculosis. This is’ a step in the right direction toward com- 
batting the disease. Since this examination can be had at the 
Fairfield Sanatorium for a small fee, it would seem wise for all 
‘parents to make arrangement when possible to have their families 
examined. The State Department of Health and Welfare is ready 
to advise in this and other phases of public health. With such 
‘a cooperative agency available, parents should make use of its 
facilities in protecting their own health and tthat of their children. 
(Miss Louise Skelton, Public Health Nurse, has cooperated splen- 
didly with the teachers in various phases of public health work 
in the schools. Audiometer tests were given to the pupils during 
the fall term. Parents, wpon receiving notice from the teacher 
to the effect that the child’s hearing is defective, are urged to 
‘follow up these reports with corrective measures. 


No major repairs were undertaken during the past year. Out- 
side steps were constructed at the grammar school and the usual 
minor repairs were given attention. A fire extinguisher was 
installed in the corridor of the school building. At the opening 
of the school year in September, twelve chair desks were deliv- 
ered which were back ordered over a year ago. These chair desks 
were badly needed. The current budget did not permit payment 
of this item and consequently $120 of the amount requested in the 
budget under repairs is to take care of the payment of this equip- 
ment. At least another dozen desks of the same type should ‘be 
purchased when funds are available. 


In the estimated budget for the next fiscal year every effort has 
been made to keep the expenditures as low as possible and only 
items of absolute necessity have been taken into consideration. 
School costs have increased and there are several reasons why 
they will not be materially lessened in the immediate future. 
Teachers’ salaries, conveyance, and high school tuition comprise 
the greater portion of the school budget. At the last session of 
the Legislature the minimum salary for certified teachers was 
fixed at $1,500: Although teachers’ salaries are higher than ever 
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before, they are still below that of the average skilled employee. 
At ithe same session of Legislature the maximum high school 
tuition rate was increased from $125 to $150 per year per pupil.. 
The state apportionment paid the town on teaching positions and 
high school tuition has increased somewhat, but the bulk of the- 
‘costs must necessarily fall on the town. The full impact of these: 
increases in cost will be felt this ensuing fiscal year since these 
laws became effective with the opening of school last September. 


Your school committee has carefully considered the proposed. 
budget for the ensuing year and has recommended that the sum. 
of $12,120.00 be appropriated for all school purposes. 


May I conclude by expressing to the members of the school. 
committee, teachers, and citizens generally a very sincere appre- 
ciation for their helpful and loyal support of the Canaan schools..

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Report of Audit 


1946-47 BUSINESS 


February 3, 1948 
Board of Selectmen 
Canaan, Maine 


Gentlemen: 


The comments forming a part of an audit report, are required 
by statute to be printed in the annual town report and are, there- 
fore, formal and as brief as circumstances warrant. Any recom- 
mendations, however, are considered pertinent and this letter is. 
for the purpose of conveying them together with whatever addi- 
tional information was obtainable. 


We were not required to examine the investment of the Sam- 
uel Hubbard Fund principal, as the town is not the trustee. The 
interest of the town in respect to imcome benefits however, was. 
not overlooked in view of the lack of ‘clarity in the trustee’s 
report. What should ordinarily be ia very simple and routine 
verification of the income revealed unexpected information, as 
contained in a letter from the register of probate in Suffolk 
County, Massachusetts, a copy of which is enclosed; the last. 
paragraph merits considerable thought. We would not wish to: 
incur the cost of a copy of the twill without your approval, but. 
we will do so if instructed. We can only comment that the ipres- 
ent trustee might tender his resignation, accompanied by ian ac-: 
counting of his trusteeship with a request that a Trust Company 
be appointed his successor, and tfurther that his request be a’c-- 
companied by concurrence of all beneficiaries that his report and 
petition is acceptable to them. It ‘could |be, that sometime the 
town would be spared the expense of a petition in equity on its’ 
own lbehalf, which of course means (further costs. 


We are enclosing a copy of the School Bulletin, issued in Jan- 
uary, 1946, which (gives a good explanation of ministerial and 
school lands and what has happened to them in a considerable 
number of municipalities. We have been able to re-establish. 
many records which were lconsidered jas lost by tracing recorded. 
sales of these lands in the register of deeds. It was customary a 
century or so ago to name the sale price in the deed. ‘We were. 
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looking for the existence of such a fund on your town records 
but were not unmindful that the town has been divided in the 
past and the land set ‘aside could have \been located in the por- 
tion now another municipality. Due to the divisions and sub- 
divisions of counties, there is no assuranice 'we could find such sa 
record at your ‘county seat. We did not feel it advisable to incur 
the exipense of a trip to examine the records in Lincoln County. 
There is, however, a provision requiring an annual appropriation, 
as set forth in Chapter 37, Section 24, of the 1944 Revised Sta- 
tutes of Maine, as amended, whereever the fund is unaccounted 
_ for, but ‘before statinig definitely that your town must appropriate 
annually $45.00 a year, it must \be proved that the land at one 
time set aside, was located within the present boundaries of your 
town. 


We observed in your expenditures under support of poor, that 
Clarence Elliott was furnished cigarettes to the extent of $13.10. 
His other needs as paid for by the town was one doctor’s call. 
This does not appear to be ia proper use of town funds in the 
absence of exipenditures for needs like food and clothing. 


We have conferred with your superintendent of schools in 


regard to the omission of the true cost of teaching on each and 
every payroll. It is true that the missing amounts appeared as a 
lump sum just before the close of your books. I do not think that 
it is generally realized that the treasurer of the town is obliged 


to report to the Federal Government, a record of true earnings. 


on ‘a calendar ‘basis, and deletion of ia proportion of the earnings 
might force the treasurer to unintentionally make ian inaccurate 
statement. We iare sure this is ia misunderstanding only, but I 
trust you can see the principle involved. 


I wish to make clear the reason for carrying forward ‘certain 
departmental balances. (Certain parts of the muniicipal funds are 
obliged for future expenditure; for example, balances for edutca- 
tion involving |State allotments. The highway laws, in effect Feb- 
ruary ‘15, 1947, require that an appropriation equal to 2% off the 
cost off third iclass roads |be made and expended, therefore, if not 
expended in any year the balance must \be carried forward. In 


respect to your appropriation for third class maintenance, it is 


obviously in exicess of requirements cited above, but this has 


been icarried forward .as it is considered available ifor transfer to 


the state ‘aid construction account, for which provision was not 
made for matching the State funds. The overdraft from the state 
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aid iconstruction, of $1,332.50, we especially wish you. to clearly 
understand. The State has accepted the word of the town in all 
good ffaith, and this overdraft should be provided for by vote of 
the town. There must have been some miisunderstandinig, other- 
wise, the voters would not have refused, on two occasions, to 
provide for the 1946 appropriation. State funds would not have 
been available if the State had been advised in accordance with 
the vote of the town. There is no argument whatever why the 
town should not vote favorably, as it does not seem reasonable 
that the town can escape the liability now incurred. Contrary to 
what may ibe a (general impression, a new tax levy in the amount 
of $1,332.50 may not be necessary in 1948 unless expenditures 
vastly exceed the amount available from third class maintenance 
during the current year. Although uncommon, a few municipal- 
ities do raise an excessive amount ffor third iclass maintenance in 
order to maintain a (credit available to match State allotments, 
but the general custom is to vote directly for such matching. We 
have also carried forward the $1,200.00 used for the purchase of 
a school lot; in the computation of your total deficit, this has the 
effect of an asset. We did not have a sufficient ‘basis, at ithe (bal- 
ance sheet date, for considering this as a receivable from the 
school district, but it is our understanding and belief that as 
soon as the school district begins ‘to function as intended, this 
cash will be returned to the treasury. 

It is difficult to express the results of our analysis, enclosed, of 
highway expenditures without the use of words which poten- 
tially carry more implication than intended in view of the system 
of accounting then in force. The unaccounted for expenditures, 
as listed by us, does not deny that other invoices can be found 
or that at one time they did exist. Based on the information made 
available to us, however, there are certain quite definite charac- 
teristics that stand out prominently. 


Your town has had in effect for a period of time, and not con- 
fined to the year ended February 15, 1947 alone, a system of 
highway accounting which is inherently wrong in concept, and 
for the period examined in detail, this system was improperly 
handled. When a town official takes oath of office he agrees to 
uphold our constitution; he thereby agrees to uphold the acts of 
our legislature covering his office without the need of reciting 
such acts in detail. Under these acts a road commissioner must 
be bonded; he must render monthly statements of his expendi- 
tures (\Chapter 84, Section 84, of the 1944 Revised Statutes of 
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Maine, as amended) and he has no right to over-expend tax levy 
except as provided by Statute, (Chapter 84, Section 81) or pos- 
sibly in the case of unforeseen circumstances which would cause 
a road to be impassable (‘Chapter 84, Section 62). The selectmen, 
apparently, are jointly responsible for overdrafts of highway ap- 
propriations, as defined above. It should be observed that, under 
Chapter 84, Section 83, when and how appropriations shall be 
expended are clearly defined. 


The “payroll” form used in your town is not in accordance with 
generally accepted practice and is definitely inadequate; in fact, 
-it is not a true payroll form. It furnishes no protection to the 
road commissioner, the selectmen or the public. The substitution 
of hours worked to obtain reimbursement for cash outlay by any 
person employed by the town, is completely unsound. There was 
no evidence that such substitution for receipted invoices are re- 
flected in fractional hours worked. 


A list of unsupported highway expenditures could be mislead- 
ing if not accompanied by further comment; the latter however, 
might appear to question the integrity of innocent parties, hence 
it is a difficult subject to record in writing. I earnestly request 
that it be considered as statistical information, completely un- 
prejudiced in respect to persons and should be interpreted 
liberally. 


The expenditure of $15,780.07 should be fully supported al- 
though it would be normal to find inconsequental errors due to 
computation. The amount which we have found unsupported 
however, exceeds the most liberal allowance that can be attri- 
buted to errors or inadequacy of the so-called payrolls. Included 
in the list are certain expenditures for gravel and other ma- 
terial, and a continued search for supporting invoices might 
reduce the total of this list to some extent. The list of number of 
parties involved is surprisingly long iand it is not logical to as- 
sume that everyone would accept amounts not due to them; 
hence, poor accounting is indicated. The figures themselves do 
not reveal inconsistencies in respect to the payroll periods. We 
observed, however, that where large amounts were involved, 
there was a fairly consistent variance between payments and the 
time records. Your road commissioner had time involved in forty- 
five payroll periods but it was observed that very little time was 
charged for the first nineteen days of August. In the computation 
of the so-called payrolls, the proper rates of pay were generally 
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used although mistakes did occur, but this would appear to be a 
minor consideration. This is inexcusable of course, and should 
have been observed by the selectmen, if the customary form of 
true payroll had been in use. The most outstanding variance be- 
tween time records and disbursements, occurred in the payroll 
periods beginning December 13, 1946 and continued to the close 
of the year. 


Failure to include the use of the town truck in snow remowval 
from State allotments caused an apparent loss of $441.23 in 1945- 
46 and an apparent loss of $169.85 in 1946-47; the years referred 
to meaning the snow removal season ending May 15th. It was 
observed that the mileage accepted by the State in which it 
shares cost of snow removal, namely 4.85 miles of state aid and 
32.3 miles of town ways was the same for 1945-46 and 1946-47, 
although money had been expended ffor state aid construction 
and third class reconstruction during the summer of 1946. It, 
therefore, would be logical to expect that the mileage accepted 
by the State would be increased, as this new construction should 
have been sat least fourteen feet in width. (See Chapter 20, Sec- 
tion 66, of the 1944 Revised Statutes of ‘Maine, as amended.) It 
(would |be well to review the mileage which should be accepted by 
the |State, although as I recall it application for increased mileage 
must be made before December 1 of each year. 


The use of a town truck, for accounting purposes, should al- 
ways ibe considered as hired equipment and placed upon the pay- 
roll as if hired. It is true that the town pays itself for the use 
of the truck, and although in some years an apiparent profit may 
appear on your books, it is actually made up of what would 
otherwise be depreciation. Charges, for actual use of the truck, 
give a more accurate accounting for the expenditure of the per- 
tinent appropriation. I wish to assure you that this manner of at- 
counting for town owned equipment is a generally accepted pro- 
cedure. A separate appropriation to operate the truck is at best 
only ia guess at what the cost will be, and does not make good 
sense. 


We found no evidence that the town had made recovery of 
Federal excise taxes on certain materials purchased by the town, 
or that such taxes were deducted at the proper source. A few of 
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the items ffor which the municipality is not subject to such taxes 
include the following: 


Trucks, Trailers, Buses and 


Highway Tractors 5% 
Electric Light Bulbs 20% 
Gasoline 142 cents per gal. 
Lubricating Oil 6 cents per gal. 
Tires 5 cents per lb. 
Tubes 9 ‘cents per Ib. 


Forms of exemption certificates are available, and in cooperation 
‘with the dealers in these materials, these taxes otherwise lost 
can be recovered or not included in the invoices to the town. 


We sincerely wish you to feel that auditors do not assume 
directive authority over your acocunts or affairs. Suggestions or 
references made to legislative acts are presented solely for your 
study and consideration. We further wish to maintain contact 
with you at any time during the year by letter, telephone or by 
calling at our office, whenever any service can be rendered. We 
are confident that over a reasonable period of years an auditors’ 
service, by reason of friendly consultation can more than repay 
for what may appear to be a necessary evil.

To: J. Harold Salsbury, Constable of the Town of Canaan,

Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby required 
to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Canaan 
qualified to vote in town affairs, to meet at the Town Hall in 
said town on the seventh day of March, A. D. 1949 at ten o’clock 
in the forenoon, to act on the following articles, to wit:

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee 
and Citizens of Canaan: 


I herewith submit my annual report as superintendent of 
the public schools of Canaan. 


Changes in the teaching staff during the past year have 
occurred in the upper grades. Mr. Robert Payden was employed 
to fill the position of principal left vacant by the resignation 
of Mr. Charles Archer. Mrs. Virginia Spaulding succeeded 
Mrs. Josephine Priest as teacher of the fifth and sixth grades. 
However, Mrs. Spaulding resigned two weeks after the opening 
of school, and she was in turn replaced by Mrs. Margery 
Campbell. 


Although the above positions were open early in the summer, 
it was not possible to fill them until a late date, thus causing 
the postponement of the opening of school by a week in Septem- 
ber. The town was asked to authorize an overdraft in the school 
account, should the need arise, in order to pay a higher salary 
to procure a principal. This difficulty in obtaining certified 
teachers for the upper grades seemed to be due chiefly to the 
shortage of teachers, coupled with the amount of salary offered 
and the working conditions under which two teachers and four 
grades were required to share one classroom. 


School enrollment is increasing steadily in practically every 
community, thereby creating additional teaching positions. Be- 
cause of this, and the fact that there are not a sufficient number 
of trained teachers to fill existing vacancies, it becomes a 
serious problem to fill positions unless salaries and working 
conditions are such as to attract candidates. It has been esti- 
mated that there will be as many as 1,600 vacancies in the 
state next fall, and that less than 200 trained teachers will be 
available from the normal schools to help fill them. Mr. Ladd, 
Commissioner of Education, is well aware of the critical situa- 
tion facing the education of the youth of the state, and he is 
doing everything possible to help bring about a solution of the 
problem. Bills have been prepared for legislature proposing 
that laws be enacted that will increase state subsidies to towns, 
assist financially in schoolhouse construction, and make the 
teaching profession more attractive to worthy prospective teach- 
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ers. It is sincerely hoped that the legislature will take definite 
measures upon these important issues. 


The Canaan teachers are all working to the best of their 
ability for the welfare of the pupils under very difficult condi- 
tions. This is particularly evident with the upper grade teachers. 
A glance at the enrollment chart will show that Mr. Payden 
and Mrs. Campbell have a total of sixty-six pupils in one room. 
Such an arrangement imposes a severe handicap on the teachers, 
as well as creating an extremely undesirable situation for the 
pupils. It is for the children that the schools are operated, 
and it is imperative that better housing facilities be provided 
for them. The need is indeed urgent, and we are hopeful that 
construction on the new building will get underway as early as 
possible so that it may be ready for occupancy next fall. 


There has been a marked improvement in the type of convey- 
- ance equipment used to transport the pupils. The town owned 
bus body previously drive by Mr. Carl Strickland had outlived 
its usefulness, and Mr. Strickland personally financed the pur- 
chase of a modern all steel bus to use on his route. Mr. Harry 
Sanders also has replaced his bus with a much more suitable 
vehicle. Mr. Kenneth Herrin took over the route formerly driven 
by Mr. W. J. Miller. Mr. Lloyd Gower and Mr. Lawrence Jud- 
kins continue to drive their respective routes. All the bus drivers 
are very cooperative, and considerate of the safety of the 
children in their charge. , 


During the summer the ceilings and walls in all of the rooms 
at the grammar school were painted. This has helped consider- 
ably to lighten the rooms. Due to the fact that the town is 
planning a new school building, only very essential repairs have 
been undertaken, and these have been of a minor nature. 


At least thirty desks in the upstairs room should be replaced 
with new equipment, and suitable desks should also be provided 
for the teachers in this room. An effort has been made to 
curtail expenditures wherever possible, and at the same time 
provide the textbooks and supplies necessary to maintain a 
reasonably progressive program. A moving picture projector 
was purchased by the pupils from their school fund. This can be 
used as part of a visual aid program as well as for entertaining 
purposes. 


It will be noted, upon a review of the financial summary 
elsewhere in this report, that it has not been necessary to 
overdraw the common school account as was anticipated at 
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the time a special town meeting was called to authorize such 
action. The state funds received by the town in December were 
in excess of the amount estimated last February when the 
budget was drawn up for the school year 1948-9, thereby pro- 
viding additional funds which enabled the school department 
to meet all expenditures in the common school account. The 
increase in the estimated budget for the next fiscal year is due 
principally to the estimated increased cost of high school tuition. 

The school committee has carefully examined the proposed 
budget for the ensuing year and has recommended that the 
sum of $13,019.00 be appropriated for all school purposes. 

In conclusion I wish to acknowledge the kindly aid of the 
members of the school committee at all times, and to express 
my sincere thanks to the parents, teachers, and interested 
citizens who have given their loyal support to the Canaan 
schools.

At February 16, 1948, the cash available for current expendi- 
tures amounted to $400.52, which amount reconciled with the 
records of the Treasurer and the statement of the Skowhegan 
branch of the Depositors Trust Company. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 


The item in this account is for reimbursable expenditures 
for the relief of State Poor.

A test check was made of paid vouchers and pay rolls. As a 
result of this examination, it was noted that several items 
listed on the Highway rolls of accounts for payment were not 
substantiated by invoices. 

The overlay of $1,419.65 was within the legal limit of 5% of 
the appropriations plus state and county taxes.

The $2,000.00 received from the Town of Canaan in 1949 we 
have reserved to pay two years’ interest on bonds, leaving 
$12,943.90 to complete the building. 


The building is approximately 95 percent completed and at 
this time we expect to have between three and four thousand 
dollars left. Part of this amount we intend to use to equip 
the kitchen and purchase new desks.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee 
and Citizens of Canaan: 


I herewith submit my annual report as superintendent of the 
public schools of Canaan. 


The past year has been an eventful one for the town in that 
a positive step forward has been taken in the improvement of 
the schools. A concrete example of this progressive movement 
is the new elementary school building now under construction. 
Pupils and teachers alike are looking forward with a great deal 
of anticipation to the time when the building will be ready for 
occupancy. The school district trustees should be highly com- 
mended for their splendid work in laying the plans and bringing 
the new building to a reality. The fine quality of workmanship 
under the able supervision of Mr. Burrill insures a building 
upon completion that will be most satisfactory. The citizens of 
Canaan may well be proud of this building, not only because it 
will make for a more efficient school system and will provide 
the necessary sanitary housing conditions, but also because such 
an attractive school building will add to the beauty of the town. 


During the fall term the Education Department of the Univer- 
sity of Maine offered a sixteen week extension course in Pitts- 
field for elementary teachers. All of the Canaan teachers en- 
rolled in the course. Unfortunately, Mrs. Campbell was unable 
to complete the course because of lack of transportation from 
her home to Pittsfield. The teachers found this course. very 
worthwhile and they have already put into practice fruitful 
ideas received from the study. This professional and interested 
attitude on the part of the teachers is indicative of their sin- 
cerity and desire to keep abreast modern trends in education, 
and to improve their teaching methods to the end that they 
may be better teachers. 


There has been only one change in the teaching personnel. 
Mr. Hurbert Ross, a competent and experienced teacher, re- 
placed Mr. Robert Payden as principal. We were fortunate in 
retaining Mrs. Salsbury, Mrs. Herrin, and Mrs. Campbell. The 
teachers are working harmoniously and are doing very satis- 
factory work in their respective assignments. 
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For some time there has existed a definite need for better 
health training and supervision in the schools. Canaan is for- 
tunate in having a resident doctor available, and arrangements 
have been made with Dr. Marian Strickland whereby she will 
make a monthly visit to the school for the purpose of inspecting 
the pupils and assisting the teachers in an advisory capacity 
regarding communicable diseases. 


The usual textbooks and supplies were purchased as the need 
arose during the year. Six movable pupil desks were bought 
for the upper grades to replace desks that were beyond repair. 
Of the equipment in the present building, at least half of the 
pupil desks are not practical for use in the new building be- 
cause they are the type that require fastening to the floor. 
They are obsolete and beyond further repair. 


In the financial report it will be noticed that an overdraft 
of $319.71 appears in the repair account. This is due to the 
fact that the auditor has questioned the legality of the raising 
of all school funds under one article. He has not accepted 
the action taken by the town in transferring funds from the 
common school account to the repair account which has been 
done for the: past two years. Therefore, it has been necessary 
to treat the expenditures for repairs for this period as over- 
drafts, since legally no money was actually raised for repairs. 
The funds transferred to repairs necessarily reverted to the 
common school account. 


Last December when the state paid the towns the annual 
subsidy for education, $423.27 was withheld from the amount 
of money that Canaan would have received if the state had 
met its full commitment. This was due to lack of funds result- 
ing from the failure of the last legislature to pass bills that 
would have provided sufficient funds to enable the state to 
meet the commitments to the towns in 1949 and in 1950. Early 
in February the governor called a special session of legislature 
for the purpose of obtaining additional funds to meet the 
state’s obligations. At the time of this writing this session of 
legislature has adjourned and notification has been received 
from the commissioner of education that the funds withheld 
in December 1949 would be paid in full, but that subsidy to 
be paid in December 1950 will be reduced approximately 4%. 
The supplementary subsidy for 1949 will not, however, be 
received in time to be credited to the receipts of this fiscal 
year, but it is included in the resources for the fiscal year 
1950-51. . 
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The school committee has given the proposed budget careful 
consideration and has recommended that the sum of $13,830.00 
be appropriated for all school purposes. This amount is neces- 
sary in order to carry on the school program at its present 
level, as only essentials have been considered. 


At this time I wish to express my sincere thanks to the 
members of the school committee for their ready support and 
helpful advice, and to the teachers and parents whose interest 
and cooperation have largely contributed to the progress of 
the schools. |

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COMMENTS 


TOWN OF CANAAN 
February 16, 1948 to February 15, 1949 


An examination has been completed of the books and records 
of the Town of Canaan for the year ended February 15, 1949. 
This examination was conducted in conformity with generally 
accepted auditing standards and included a check of all cash 
transactions, a complete analysis of the distribution of receipts 
and expenditures, and such test checks of other operations as 
seemed advisable. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $3,685.73 at February 15, 1949 as re- 
flected by the Treasurer’s records was reconciled* with the Feb- 
ruary 26, 1949 bank statement furnished by the First National 
Bank, Pittsfield, Maine. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits and it was 
determined that all monies for which receipts had been written 
had been properly and promptly deposited. 


All expenditures were made by check and were supported 
by properly authorized warrants. 


The accounts receivable totaled $681.92 and represented cur- 
rent accounts. The detail is presented on Schedule A-1. 


The 1948 tax commitment book was added and checked and 
was found to be $30.00 less than the Assessors’ records. In 
checking the Tax Collector’s handbook with the valuation book 
it was determined that one tax in the amount of $30.00 had 
been omitted by the Assessors. Approximately 9642% of the 
commitment was collected. Taxes outstanding and due the Town 
in the amount of $1,210.25 were checked and listed. 


All transactions affecting tax liens were reviewed and were 
found to have been properly handled. Tax liens outstanding in 
the amount of $418.50 were checked and listed. 


All transactions affecting tax acquired property were reviewed 
and found to have been properly handled. 
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LIABILITIES 


The accounts payable in the amount of $109.34 represents 
withholding tax and Teachers’ pension deductions which had 
not been remitted at the year end. 


RESERVE AND SURPLUS 


The appropriation overdrafts of $220.00 represents the net 
overdraft in certain appropriation accounts which were car- 
ried forward to the ensuing year. 


The Town closed the 1948 municipal year with an unappro- 
priated surplus of $6,373.71. This represents a beneficial change 
of $4,826.95. 


TRUST FUNDS 


The investments of the Cemetery Perpetual Care Funds were 
examined and listed. New funds received during the year totaled 
$700.00. Of this amount $600.00 was recorded in the Town 
records and $100.00 was deposited direct. Income expended dur- 
ing the year totaled $104.50. 


GENERAL 


The Treasurer, Tax Collector, Excise Tax Collector, and Road 
Commissioner, furnished corporate surety bonds. The Excise 
Tax Collector’s bond was not available for examination.
